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E are forry to inform the public, that intelligence 

was received on Tuefday night, of the lofs of the 

prig Favorite, from Cadiz, on Cape May; and the Mi- 

“perva, trom Lifbon;—on—Joe Flogger Shoals; on the night 

of Wednefday the 6th inft. They were bound to Phila- 

delphia, and feven out of eleven perfons on board the 

Minerva were drowned---the others were taken off by a 
yeffel bound to Charlefion. 

On the 8th of December was caft away at Chatham, 
Cape Cod, the fhip Steward’s Caftle, George Williams, 
matter---part of the cargo faved, veflel loft---owned by 
Profper Wetmore and Brothers, of this city. 

A letter from London of the 5th of Nov. received by 
the packet, contains the following information: That M. 
Monneron was empowered to treat for peace, even to the 
retingquifhment of Auftrian Flanders; the negociation with 
the Britifh government was commenced, and proceeded 
with {pirit fer feveral days, when in confequence of the 
party who fent out M. Monneron being thrown into the 
minority, probably on the queftion relative to annexing 
the low countries to the French Republic, new initructions 
were fent to him, in which he was ordered to infift on 
annexing Belgium to the Republic, as an indifpenfable 
flipulation, In confequence of this the negociations were 
immediately broken off, and M. Monneron returned to 
France. 

The war was growing unpopular, on account of the 
fearcity, which -occafiened great fufferings among the 
poorer clafs of citizens. 

The committee’of the legiflature of this ftate, to whom 
was referred the petition (in behalf of the people) refpeét- 
ing the Mayor, Aldermen, &c. of this city, reported, 
that their prefent powers were infufhcient for the purpofes 
of decifion, and requefted powers to fend for perfons and 
papers. A motion for granting thefe powers was accord- 
ingly made, and after a confiderable debate and poftpone- 
ment, carried in the affirmative. [ Diary. } 


A Madrid paper, of the date of OGober 25, has the 
following article :-~** The four Spanifh -commiflioners, 
who returned from Paris, have communicated to the 
court the opinion of the Committee of Public Safety in 
cafe Spain fhould be inclined to negociate Peace between 
France and Portugal. The four following articles feem to 
be the bafis of future overtures : 

1. The reftitution of Corfica to France. 

2. The ceffion of Gibraltar to Spain. 

g. The payment to France of four millions fterling, as 
an indemnification for a quantity of falfe aflignats, which 
the Englifh have circulated through the French territory. 

4. The obligation to be impofed upon Great Britain of 
keeping no more than eighty fhips of the line, forty. fri- 
gates, and twenty other veflels of a {maller conftruction. 

“ It is generally believed that Spain will be a meditator 
between France and Portugal.” 

The fame paper adds, that a French fquadron, cruifing 
off the mouth of the Tagus, a€tually blockades that harbor, 
and has already carried away a great number of Portu- 
guefe merchantmen with valuable cargoes. 


Extra& of a letter from the Captain of the brig Hefler Ma- 
ria, to his owners in this city, dated Eaft-Hampton, 
January 6. 

** ] am uehappy to have it ia my power to inform you 
ef my being afhore with the trig Hefter Maria, on the 
fouth fide of Gardners Ifland ; which happened in the fol- 
lowing manner :--- Wednefday morning, at 7 o’clock, we 
faw Montuck point about two leagues diftance ; the wind 
a weft, induced me to come down the Sound, orat leait to 
§tt within ihe land as foon as poffible, being fhort of bread, 
and forty paffengers on board, After getting in, the wind

We fuppofed ourfelves on Long Ifland fide, 
hauled our wind to the northward, on which courfe we 
ftood, and deepened our water at times, and at laft ftruck 
the ground at 5 in the afternoon, and thumpt very heavy 
all night; at four im the morning fhe fprung @ leak.

There is more than half the cargo that is not damaged, I 

believe. My failors will all leave me to-day. The bear- 

er, Capt. Gardner, I have engaged with, to go te Sagg- 

Harbour, to get a craft to take the goods out, which I 

fhall fend to New-York immediately. The brig is not 

much damaged, and may be got off very eafy.”” 

Extraé& of a‘letter from Capt. William Thompfon, of the

12, 1795- 

‘* This place affords nothing but war. On the 8th of 
this month the troops failed for Barbadoes, there to join 
the ballance of their fleet, from thence deftined to Gua- 
1 am apt to be- 
lieve they will be deceived---the French, I am informed, 
are uncommonly ftrong in that Ifland, and are determined 
to defend it to the life of the laft man, The French on 
the night of the oth, landed 250 foldiers from St. Lncie, 
in this ifland, which has greatly fruftrated the inhabitants 
here. They have burned one {mall town and two lugar 
eftates; the Englifh have fent 540 militia, in order to 


fupprefs them, but find themfelves greatly dilappointed ; | 


the French increale in ftrength daily, negroes flock to 


them in parties of 50 and 70 at a time, in confequence of 


which Governor Miles has laid an embargo on all veiiels 
in port. Iam forry to add, thofe French troops were 
conveyed here by an American brig, which is fince cap- 
tured by a britifh frigate ; the mafter and crew are in clote 
confinement---the mafter is to be brought to town to-mor- 
row, and will be tried by the marfhall law---I am fear- 
ful he will die---it is very diftrefling to us Americans to 
fee our countrymen thus fituated.”’ 





NORFOLK, Dec. 24, 

Yefterday arrived here the brig Hazard, Capt. Kilby, 
in 25 days from Kingfton. The papers brought by the a- 
bove vefflel mention, that the Maroon Negroes are not en- 
tirely quelled. 

Captain Kilby was plundered off Cape Antonia, by a 
French pilot-boot fchooner, mounting four guns; they 
took from him all his ftores, fpare rigging and fails, his 
clothes, and almoft every article they could lay their hauds 
on, The privateer: belonged to the Gonaives. 

Captain Whitfield, of the floop Staring, arrived here 
yefterday, 18 days from St. Kitts, itforms, that on the 
ift of December an Englith frigate cut out four American 
veffels out of St. Pierre’s, Goudaloupe ; one of them was 
the brig Three Brothers, Capt. D. Patten, of Salem; fhe 
was caft away on the 5th, a few miles to the weflward of 
Bafleterre, and the mate died the fame night. 


By the fhip Favourite, arrived at Philadelphia, from Fal- 
mouth, London papers have been received of the 11th 
November, from which the following intelligence is 
copied : 

LONDON, Nov. 10. 

We have ample accounts of the operations in Germany, 
and fome of them in papers not friendly to the ruling 
powers (particularly the Courier Francois.) It appears by 
them, that the French armies, both that of Pichegru and 
Jourdan, have been defeated, and obliged to retreat, but 
not tothe extent reported. They fay nothing of the Au- 
ftrians having pafled the Rhine. A part of Gen, Jourdan’s 
army croffed it near Coblentz while the reft took poft et 
Duffeldorf, with the intention to maintain itfelf there. 

Difturbances have broke out both in Holland and in 
the Hainault, The latter are fo ferious, as to be termed 
in the French papers another Vendee. 

The reports of the paflage of the Rehine by the Auftri- 
ans, of their having taken Cologne and défeated the French 
on the banks of the Rhine are all evidently unfounded. 

One of the Paris papers ftates, that the port of Lifbon 
is blockaded up by fome French thips of-war. They add 
that a Peace is near being clhncluded between France and 
Portugal. : ) 

Forty-nine fail of veffels of the captured Mediterranean 
fleet, including the man of war, is the number which the 
Courier Francois, an ariftocratical paper, reports to have 
entered Cadiz.
